The ad­ 
v ancing Americans were met with heav y artillery , mortar and ma­ 
chine fun fire, and Kesselring had massed his own forces for a 
counter-threat. %v hlch if it had prov ed successful, would hav e dis­ 
rupted the entire American driv e. 


SMASH FROM THE AIR—But General Clark called for air support 
before the German counter-threats could get underway — great 
squadrons of allied planes responded Immediately —went ov er 
Kesselring’s lines, blasting the gun emplacements with 500 pound 
bombs and machine-gunning German troop concentrations. Cau­ 
tiously a spokesman for General Elsenhower emphasized it still 
was too early to predict the final outcome although the Germans 
counter-attack had been smashed before it ev en got underway .

MOST SAVAGELY FOUGHT—Battlefield dispatches, and the cables 
from north Africa, said the present driv e promised to be the most 
sav agely fought of the entire Mediterranean campaign, with both 
German and allied lines heav ily reinforced in the last few day s, 
and both strongly armored.

SECOND STRAIGHT NIGHT—In the lateat smash against the four 
German cities which are centers of war production, the British 
lost 32 huge bombers. Heav iest attacks were centered upon Mann­ 
heim and Ludwlgshafen. 
AH four cities are in the middle of the 
coal and steel industry , each one of which has specialised ty pes of 
plants within Us limits. Mannheim turns out engines for airplanes 
and submarines; Ludwlgshafen produces chemicals; and Aachen, 
coal and Iron, and is also a key highway and railroad center along 
which Hitler mov es most of his supplies and reinforcements to the 
anti-inv asion coast. Darmateadt is In the center of the coal and 
steel Industry . 
There waa continuous procession throughout the 
day and night of allied air squadrons across fhe English channel 
and French coastal areas were said to hav e undergone the great­ 
est night bombardment of the war to date. 
The English coasts 
shook to the ex plosion of bombs concentrated between Dunkirk 
and Calais. It was said that the combination of the aircraft ov er­ 
head and the ex plosion of bombs produced the most thunderous 
sy mphony heard during the war.

THE SHORT ROUTE—Back to Italy , the route General Eisenhower 
selected to Naples is the shortest one leading through mountainous 
country . It opened with a heav y artillery barrage throughout the 
mountainous terrain abov e Acerno. Clark had decided to smash 
directly to the northwest, instead of attempting to encircle Naples 
in cooperation with the British Eighth army mov ing up on the 
east. From the point the Americans used as a springboard, there 
was a clear v iew for miles to Naples itself, now believ ed to be 
near total ruin as a result of German destruction. 
A force of 
motor torpedo boats entered the bay of Valona on the Italian 
east coast and sank a medium-sized merchant ship and one smaller 
v essel. British warships were reported to hav e taken positions off 
shore from Naples and to hav e J oined Into the atUck with heav y 
bombardment of the nazl flank.

Moscow Friday 
reported that Russian forces on the central front hav e crossed 
the upper reaches of the Dnieper riv er to the east of Smolensk. 
The stream, wide and deep on its lower course, was forded at the 
town of Prldnieprov skay a, within a few miles of Smolensk itself, 
which has serv ed as headquarters fm: Hitler and is regarded as 
the key to the entire central front. 
Battlefront dispatchea also 
said that Russian forces had reached other points on the Dnieper 
on the east bank in force. Fall of Smolensk and Kiev were ex ­ 
pected quickly as thunderous artillery duels on the outekirte 
opened the closing sUges of the battles for those two ax is strong­ 
holds.

**I feel that one of the sm allest parts in the w ar 
effort that can be done either publicly or privately 


is to invest idle funds in bonds,” Mr. Hall is q uoted 
as say ing in the newspaper. 


That should suffice to put an end to the bick er­ 


ing that has characterized commissioner meetings. 
The commissioners for some unaccountable reason 


never seem able to agree among them selves upon 
any subject. There has been huge am ounts of sur­ 
plus funds in the county treasury for more than 
a y ear, and while the county board has authorized 
purchase of some w ar bonds, it has not m ade full 
use of surplus funds. 
It is not a m atter of 
patriotism . 
It has been purely a m atter of getting along 
with each other, it has seemed from the outside 
at a considerable distance.

Reports from all sections of Nebraska indicate 
a gratify ing increase in pheasants, due to favorable 
climatic conditions, and even more to a decrease 
in hunters during the open season. 
And in those regions of the state w here the 
prairie chicken and the grouse w ere disappearing, 
the reports indicate the rem nants of once great 
flocks have staged a comeback. 
They need pro­

A R i t f h t o r V o t e 
It is not altogether clear w hat has happened in 
O m aha’s power fight. 
One of the latest developm ents unofficially re ­ 
ported is that under the provisions of LB 204, the 
legislature gave a flat grant of authority to the 
people’s pow er commission to go ahead w ith its 
program w ithout subm itting the q uestion to the 
people of Omaha. 
T hat may be the correct legal 
interpretation. 
If it is, then the legislators who 
voted for LB 204 will be horrified in looking upon 
the fruits of their own labors. 
Surely they nor 
any one else would w ant to deny the Am erican 
people the right to vote any tim e upon any thing 
in which there is a genuine popular interest, and 
to vote at a free election. 
But, say the lawy ers, the law y ers providing 
opinions for the Omaha city council, LB 204 is not 
an ordinance—subject to popular vote under the 
provisions of the initiative and referendum . 
LB 
204 Is a legislative act, and in its effect upon the 
Omaha city council, and the people’s power com­ 
mission, appointed by the governor and the m ay or 
of Omaha, the sole authority granted is purely ad­ 
m inistrative to put the provisions of LB 204 into 
effect. 
If th at is the case, It w ouldn’t be surprising if 
Senator C. Petrus Peterson is surprised at his own 
handiwork. 
It wouldn’t be surprising if Senator H arry 
Gantz, and Senator Joe Reavis, and all of the other 
senators who voted for LB 204 would be dism ay ed 
th a t If in practical effect they had said to the peo­ 
ple of Omaha th at a vote could not be had to de­ 
term ine w hether the people’s power commission 
should |HK)ceed. The only tim e the people may vote, 
» 0 it is said, is the selection of a condem nation 
court. And th at certainly shows something woozy in 
the present condem nation law, that needs legis­ 
lative attention. 
Surely the people should have 
a 
right to vote after they know w hat the price is. 
This has been the weakness of the legislation un­ 
der w hich Consumers organized.

S o n t h e m P e t r o l e u m 
As was to have been ex pected, the United States 
has arranged for obtaining a vastly increased 
petroleum supply from South America during the 
coming y ear. This for the most p art w ill naturally 
go to the eastern seaboard and to the forces bey ond 
the seas, thus conserving most of the product of 
this country for domestic and industrial uses near 
to the source of supply . 
As is known to all, w ar 
needs are trem endous, and it was the shutting off 
of the gulf and southern supply by enem y U -boats 
th at m ade the situation on the east coast so serious. 
T hat condition has for the tim e being, at least, 
been greatly am eliorated, and oil m ay again be 
flowing northw ard from the great Venezuelan 
fields, which lie on the coast adjacent to the vast 
refineries on the island of M aruba. 
It should be 
alway s rem em bered that although this continent 
has vast oil fields, m any of them y et untapped, 
they are but mines, and when ex hausted they can 
never be replaced. 
Heads of the navy departm ent 
appreciated this fact w hen they set aside the Elk 
H ills and Teapot Dome reserves which caused such 
a scandal during the H arding adm inistration. 
W hile perm itting reasonable ex ploitation of its

One of the patriotic organizations of the United 
States, composed entirely of women, em bark ed 


upon a novel adventure.

w ith reference to the United States. 


A fter m onths of investigation, study , and sifting

was patriotism , a genuine patriotism , in rilence. 


As the men and the governm ents responsible for 
this w ar planned it, the ax is powers, it was a “w ar 


of words,” as well as a conflict of men and weapons. 


The “w ar of w ords” relates to tne ex tensive espion­ 


age or spy plans developed to a rem ark able degree 
of perfection by H itler and his nazi asscx iiates long 


before Der Fuehrer sent his legions m arching into 
battle. 
♦ 
♦ 
♦ 
In a country so deeply grounded in the right of 


free discussion, free speech and free thought, the 


new em ergency presented by a "w ar of w ords” 


has entailed ,a confusing and painful adjustm ent. 
•‘Why have we not been told?” is a common com ­ 


plaint. 
We are not children, millions argue, and 


argue logically w ith every evidence of common 


sense and fact. 
They are not children. 
They are 


grown up, m ature, resourceful, and able to tak e it. 


It so happens that their own rtrength is not at is­ 


sue; their own strength to hear the bad w ith the 


good, and the good w ith the bad. 
The point in 


issue is that in any “w ar of w ords” the enem y also 


is able to tak e any Inform ation unwisely given 


circulation, and not only tak e it, but use it to great 
advantage. 


H itler’s initial successes to no sm all degree de­ 
veloped from certain conditions prevailing w ithin 
those countries upon which he had fix ed his heart. 
One was the universal unpreparedness of the coun­ 
tries he set out to conq uer. 
A second was that in 
those countries the traditions of free speech and 
free discussion rooted and flourished. 
He knew 
all there was to know in advance about the na ­ 
tions his arm ies had been ordered to attack . 
And 
those arm ies m ade q uick and easy w ork of it ex ­ 
cept w here factors such as vast distances in the 
geographical sense ultim ately proved his undoing 
♦ 
♦ 
♦ 
Just now the w orld is m arveling at the pow er 
and strength of the Russian people and Russian 
arm ies. 
The common conclusion is that distance 
and clim ate alone proved more than H itler could 
defeat in Russia. 
It is responsible for his present 
defeat there to a very large ex tent. 
But in a n­ 
other sense H itler got a surprise in Russia. 
He 
k new nothing about its m ilitary strength. 
He, his 
general staff, and his spies were fooled, and fooled 
com pletely , by Stalin and the Russian arm y . 
They alone w ere not the only people fooled 
Colonel Lindbergh, who was supposed to know 
som ething about aviation, was fooled. 
The British 
and the American m ilitary men w ere fooled. 
The 
overw helm ing bulk of the American people, de­ 
pending upon the judgm ent of such men as Colonel 
Lindbergh, and their m ilitary leaders, w ere fooled. 
Even to a greater degree than *in Germ any , Stalin 
and the Russian people fought a ‘‘w ar of w ords” 
long before the battle flam ed into conflict on the 
battlefields. 
On the basis of evidence now avail­ 
able, Stalin and Russia have fought the most p er­ 
fect ‘‘w ar of w ords” of any governm ent in ex ist­ 
ence today . 
They m ay fight that k ind of a battle 
at the peace table. 


It isn’t our idea of governm ent. 
It isn’t the 
Am erican notion of living. 
It is wholly and th o r­ 
oughly distasteful to us. 
T here still rem ains here 
the hunger for Inform ation that causes m illions of 
people to desire It even m ore than their stomach 
craves bread. 
T here is this, however. 
In all of the difficult 
tim es ahead, even after the actual fighting ends, 
and the problem s of peace supersede the present 
dem ands for sacrifice, it m ay develop there Is a 
genuine patriotism of silence. There has been con­ 
stantly that need—freq uently and flagrantly abused 
by loose discussion, m isinform ed 
and 
ignorant 
charges, and a blistering partisanship that out­ 
rivals the proverbial “bull In the china shop.” 
It’s 
a fair guess th at th e nations, w hich do best by 
them selves, are those nations which recognize in 
these tim es they live in a world of listening ears. 


U |i T o C o ng r e iM 


It was disclosed in W ashington Friday by Secre­ 
tary of S tate Cordell Hull that not only will the 
burden of relief for w ar-torn and w ar-w eary peo­ 
ple be apportioned am ong all the united nations, 
but congress would have com plete control of A m er­ 
ican contributions tow ard feeding and caring for 
the w orld’s w ar-w eary . 
It is a wise provision th at will avert criticism 
providing the Am erican people tak e tim e out to 
note the facts. 
It places upon congress an unusual responsi­ 
bility , and w ill m ake the nex t congressional elec­ 
tion the most im portant held in m any y ears. 
For 
under congressional responsibility for appropria­ 
tions for foreign relief, the old gam e of buck pass­ 
ing ends. 
Congress w ill have to form ulate a pro­ 
gram of its own. 
It no longer can plead that it is 
supposed to sign a blank check to be spent by 
others lacking in a sense of frugality . 
A ctually nothing short of com plete violation of 
constitutional governm ent could support a program 
for foreign relief w ithout congress determ ining 
w hat American contribution will be. 
Throughout 
all this period of controversy there has been no 
ex penditure of funds w ithout congressional ap ­ 
proval and appropriation. 
Revenue bills, and it is 
only through revenue bills th at mipney can be 
draw n from the federal treasury , m ust originate 
in the house, and m ust be passed by both house 
and senate. At no tim e throughout the entire New 
Deal adm inistration has money been spent w ithout 
congressional appropriation.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 2 4—(AP) 
—The burden of foreign relief 
operations, now devolving mainly 
on the United States, would be 
apportioned among all the united 
nations under a projected agree­ 
ment announced tt^ay by the 
state department. 
Repre.sentatlveg of 43 allied and 
associated nations and the French 
National 
Liberation 
committee 
have been invited to come to the 
white house early in November 
and sign the document, which sets 
up what is to be k nown as the 
united nations relief and rehabili­ 
tation administration. 
Publication of the text of the 
agreement made It clear that con­ 
gress will have complete control 
over United States contributions 
toward feeding and caring for the 
world’s war weary . 
Other Nations Approve. 
Since thorough discussions have 
been held with the nations con­ 
cerned. and approval already has 
been obtained from Britain. Rus­ 
sia and China, it is expected thai 
the agreement will be adopted 
without further change. 
Consultations also have tak en 
place between the state depart­ 
ment and congressional foreign 
affairs committees, and Secretary 
Hull said that when the united 
nations have signed the agreement 
a joint resolution will be put be­ 
fore congress to authorize presi­ 
dential expenditure of whatever 
money it may later appropriate.

hood kn own as the Home Folks Party, of which he him­ 
self would be the patriarchal head.

HAT Nebraska women "are notably slow 
in political m atters” and th at th ey h ave 
seldom sough t political office was de­ 
plored by Mrs. Ch arles G. Ryan of 
Grand Island, democratic national com­ 
mittee woman for Nebraska, in h er talk before 
th e members of th e Lincoln League of Women 
Voters Th ursday afternoon at th e Y. W. C. A. 
Informing th e members of th e league th at 
in th irty-two states in » h e 1944 election women 
will h old th e balance of voting strength , was Mrs. 
Bruce Donald, also 5f Grand Island, republican 
national committee woman for Nebraska. 
Mrs. Ryan briefly sketch ed th e organization 
of th e democratic party at th e top, and added 
th at th e same outline applied to th e republican 
party as well. 
Sh e urged th e league to campaign for th e 
fifty-fifty plan among th e feminine voters, since 
it is believed th at th e most intelligent and th e 
fairest way is equal representation ,of men and 
women on all party committees. 
Such a plan 
requires th at state, district, county and precinct 
committees h ave a ch airman and a vice-or as­ 
sistant ch airq^ian of opposite sex with equal 
voting power. 
It also advocates th at women be 
elected to th ese offices rath er th an appointed by 
men, and th at such an organization be provided 
by law. 
"Equal representation gives women an op­ 
portunity to work in th e regular party organiza­ 
tion, rath er th an as an auxiliary group. 
It also 
gives th em a voice in formulating th e policies of 
th eir party and a greater Incentive to work in 
th e parties. 
"Until women h ave more feeling of obliga­ 
tion toward th e financial support of th eir party,” 
Mrs. Ryan continued, "Th ey will not be taken 
in as full partners 
Men h old th e purse strings 
because th ey contribute th e money in great meas­ 
ure and h e wh o controls th e money, wh eth er it 
be In th e h ome or th e party h as h igh auth ority. 
"Nebra.ska women are notably slow in po­ 
litical matters. 
Th ey h ave seldom sough t po­ 
litical office, seats for women in our legislature 


are almost nil in our entire h istory; state offices 
h ave been entirely with out women incumbents, 
with th e exception of superintendent of educa­ 
tion, for a time. 
In th e counties we find a few 
offices in th e court h ouse filled by women but 
very few. As for a woman in congress—th at h as 
not been considered. We may not put our fingers 
on all th e reasons for th is backwardness. 
Cer­ 
tainly Nebraska women are as intelligent and 
our men as liberal as any place in th e nation. 
Is it because Nebraska wcmen in too large a 
number, still h ave th e 19 th century idea th at a 
man, any man, can do th e job better? Th e League 
of Women Voters did much to secure jury service 
for women. 
Now I suggest th at you move on to 
securing women, qualified women, of wh om Ne­ 
braska h as plenty, for political office.”

Mrs. Donald not only went into th e Intrica­ 
cies and th e virtues of th e sh ort ballot, but 
strongly urged women to affiliate with political 
parties, 
"During th e early days of th e league,” Mrs. 
Donald stated, “th e cry was ‘get out th e vote.’ 
Today I would say it sh ould be ‘participate 
actively with th e party of your ch oice,’ and also 
‘get in and file for office.’ ” 
Mrs, Donald added th at th ere were many 
able, well qualified women in th e state of Ne­ 
braska wh o sh ould be aemonstrating th eir ap­ 
preciation of citizensh ip by service In public of­ 
fice. 
"Citizensh ip for women th rough th e fran­ 
ch ise was a h ard long battle,” Mrs. Donald con- 
tjnued. 
"It is not unlikely th at th e post-war 
period will ooen up grgat opportunities for 
women not before dreamed of.

action to compel the leaseholder 
and the association to adjust dif­ 
ferences so that the whole project 
could be liquidated. Douglas coun­ 
ty District court decided it had no 
right to compel the lessor to do 
this. 
Friday Chief Justice Sim­ 
mons in an opinion concurred in 
by all judges affirmed the lower 
court’s decree. 
Action by the attorney general 
was in part based on the death of 
Mrs. Hill and the descent of the 
title to ,an heir also named Hill. 
The surv iv ing titl| holder pleaded 
lull legal right to the lease. 
The association pleaded it had 
not been abel to reach an agree­ 
ment with the lessor terminating 
the lease or modifying it to make 
it more marketable. 
Chief Justice Simmons holds the 
controv ersy between the defend­ 
ant Hill and the association is no 
part of the quo warranto proceed­ 
ing and that the trial court cor­ 
rectly refused to determine the 
issues between Hill and the as­ 
sociation. Authorities are cited to 
show that “in the absence of 
statutory prov ision extending its 
scope, 
quo 
warranto 
can 
be 
resorted to only when the act or 
wrong complained of does injury 
to the public.”
